built to handle the road in style, 
whether the road is the hallway in 
your house or the sidewalk outside. 
Built to 1/20 scale, it can reach 
speeds of up to 180 feet per minute. 

The Shadow Runner is perfect for be- 
ginning racers, ages four <& up.

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or recharge- 
able), or rechargeable batteries 
of different capacities. 

When the Shadow Runner stops oper- 
ating properly, replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
Shadow Runner for several days, re- 
move the batteries. Batteries can leak 
chemicals that can destroy electronic 
parts. 

In the Shadow Runner 

You need four AA batteries (not sup- 
plied) to power your Shadow Runner. 
For best performance and longest 
life, we recommend RadioShack alka- 
line batteries. 

1. Slide ON/OFF on the bottom of 
the Shadow Runner to OFF. 

2. Slide the battery compartment 
cover's latch from CLOSE to 
OPEN and lift off the cover. 
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3. Place the batteries in the compartment 
as indicated by the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 



4. Replace the cover and move the latch 
from OPEN to CLOSE to secure the 
cover. 

In the T ransmJtter 

The transmitter requires one 9-volt 
battery (not supplied). For best perfor- 
mance and longest life, we recommend a 
RadioShack alkaline battery. 

1. Press down on the battery compart- 
ment cover and slide it off. 



2 . Place a battery in the compartment 
according to the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 


3. Slide the cover on until it snaps into 
place.

Caution: Do not play with your Shadow Run- 
ner in the street. 

1. Slide ON/OFF on the bottom of the 
Shadow Runner to ON. 

2. Hold down the transmitter's control 
button to move forward. The head- 
lights turn on. 

3. Release the transmitter's button to 
stop. 

4. Hold down the transmitter's button 
again to circle backward. 

5. When you finish driving the Shadow 
Runner, slide ON/OFF to OFF. 

HELPFUL HI /\rT5 

These hints can help you get the most en- 
joyment from your Shadow Runner. 

• Running your truck continuously for 
long periods generates high heat levels. 
Heat causes wear and tear on the 
motor. To help keep heat levels down, 
when your truck's battery power dies, 
let the truck cool at least 10 minutes 
before installing new batteries. 

• If the Shadow Runner's motor runs but 
the Shadow Runner does not respond 
to the transmitter, move the transmit- 
ter closer to the Shadow Runner and 
try again. 

• If someone uses a CB nearby, it might 
interfere with control of the Shadow 
Runner. If this happens, move the 
Shadow Runner away from the CB. 

• You cannot operate your Shadow Run- 
ner near devices with transmitters 
that use the same frequency (27 MHz). 
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CARE 

Keep the Shadow Runner dry; if it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the 
Shadow Runner only in normal temperature 
environments. Handle the Shadow Runner 
carefully; do not drop it. Keep the Shadow 
Runner away from dust and dirt, and wipe it 
with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the Shadow 
Runner's internal components can cause a 
malfunction and might invalidate its war- 
ranty. If your Shadow Runner is not per- 
forming as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.
